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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restriction 



1. Applicant's election with traverse of Group II, claims 20-32 in Paper No. 7 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that: (1) Applicants "in no way intend to limit 
their right to pursue claims 20-32 and claims 33-43 in separate applications free of any double 
patenting rejections should the Examiner persist the in the restriction requirement." since "claim 
20 may include a BODIPY fragment conjugated to an anthracene derivative such as claimed in 
claim 33" and they are not patentably distinct; (2) "[Applicants assert that not only is separate 
classification of the inventions of Groups II and III inappropriate, they also do not occupy 
separate status in the art." since "[T]he groups of claims do not represent 'separate subjects for 
inventive effort' because both are related to labeling with a chromophore/fluorescent emitter 
conjugate."; and (3) "the claims of Groups II and II do not require a different field of search." 
since "any search conducted for Group III may be applicable to Group II as well". 

After carefully considered applicant's argument and reviewing the restriction made by 
previous examiner, the examiner agreed to combine Groups II and III together. Now previous 
restriction groups I, II, III, and IV become Groups I, II, and III. After reviewing claims 20-43 of 
Group II, the examiner made new species requirement as following.
